Lower Debt Still Too High 


W. Randolph Burgess, 
Undersecretary 
of the T r e a s u r y , says the national debt is 
becoming somewhat less burdensome. It 
is $251 less per capita than it was IO years 
ago, It was one-third larder than national 
income in 1946 but now is only three- 
fourths as large. 
That has reference to rapid population 
gains in the United States while the amount 
of the debt has remained approximately 
static- It also refers to the huge gains in 
the gross national product, the sum of the 
production of all goods and services. That 
figure has been swollen by inflation, which 
in turn is caused in part by the big debt. 
It is extrem ely doubtful, however, if the

national position relative to the debt is as 
greatly improved as this reasoning would 
indicate. The debt could have been held to 
S 
a lower level before, during and after the 
war. And it was a m istake during the last 
decade not to adopt an installment payment 
program to reduce the debt consistently. 
Now Uncle Sam is competing with busi­ 
ness and industry for capital which the lat­ 
ter need to expand the economy an<± in­ 
crease production. That 
raises 
interest 
rates and costs, giving inflation a boost. 
The debt will remain irksome, regardless 
of the increase in the population, until the 
nation takes it in hand and begins reducing 
it year by year.

That United Nations E m ergency Force 
rushed to Suez to keep the Israelis and the 
Egyptians separated is still on the job on 
the Israeli border, although not much has 
been heard about it recently. 
Now its precarious,future has been given 
a tremor by the announcement by Indo­ 
nesia that it plans to call home its 580-man 
contingent. 
Indonesia has been one of IO nations with 
troops standing guard on this hate-filled 
border. Although it gave no reason for its 
action. UN observers believe it was or­ 
dered because the heavy cost of m aintain­ 
ing troops thousands of m iles from home

has proved too much for Indonesia’s shaky 
economy. 
United Nations officials are now trying 
to find some way to fill the gap. Left on 
guard are the following contingents: 
Brazil, 530; 
Canada, 1,180;

970; Norway, 480; Sweden, 350, and Yugo­ 
slavia, 680. 
As the weary months roll on without any 
indication that their tour of duty will come 
to an end, som e of the other nations m ay 
decide to follow' Indonesia's lead. That 
would add new burdens to the keeping of 
the peace in the troubled Middle East.

smallpox vaccinations. 
A vaccinated person with ecze 
I ma can contract the disease from 
his owoi vaccination. Allo, a per­ 
son with eczema or other skin dis­ 
ease can get it limply bv coming 
I m contact with someone who re- 
> centi}’ has been vaccinated 
Dr*. Johnson and Ives list three 
rules for preventing eczema vac­ 
cinatum: 
1—A person with 
skin 
disease 
should not be vaccinated for sm all­ 
pox. 
2—A person who will be in close 
contact with anyone suffering from 
skin disease should not be vacci­ 
nated. 
3—A vaccinated person should 
be considered a danger to anyone 
with skin disease until the scab has 
fallen from the vaccination, 
While eczema vaccinatum is se­ 
rious—and can be fatal—it is, for-1 


tunately, comparatively rare 
Certainly the fact that the dis­ 
ease does exist is no reason for 
any normal child not to receive 
smallpox vaccinations. These vac- 
cmatons are highly important. It 
is because of them that smallpox 
no longer presents any great dan­ 
ger in the United States. 
In their study, the Duke pediatri­ 
cians found eight cases of eczema 
vaccinatum among 1,230 N o r t h 
Carolina children with eczema who 
underwent treatm ent at Duke Ho«- 
pitaL 
That means that one out of ev­ 
ery ISO eczematous children devel­ 
oped the disease, at least in this 
particular study. One case was fa­ 
tal. All of the cases occurred in 
children under th# age of six. 
However, this does not mean 
that the disease is limited to chil- I 
dren. Adults with skin disease can 
contract it, too 
Question and Answer 
D L.: My teeth bleed quite pro­ 
fusely when I brush them. Can you 
offer any suggestion* 
Answer: The bleeding 
may be 
due to irritation of the gums pro­ 
duced by ta rta r collected around 
the necks of the teeth. It might 
also be due to pyorrhea, a condi­ 
tion in which there is degeneration 
or wasting of the bony sockets with 
inflammation of the gums.

Trefoil Not 
Too Difficult 
For Farmers 


- The vStory making the rounds on 
Ohio farms that birdsfoot trefoil 
is difficult to grow is out of pro­ 
portion to the truth, says George 
Hamrick, county agricultural 
ag­ 
ent. 
Researchers 
say 
that 
good 
stands of this legume, an excel­ 
lent crop for permanent pastur- 
es, can he secured without to o 
m u c h difficulty. 
One 
of the 
main secrets is lo avoid the tem- 
tation to sow other legumes with 
trefoil. This is bad business, say 
the agronomists, because slow­ 
p o k e trefoil cannot 
keep up 
with speedier growing legumes 
in the seedling stage, The result 
is crowd out. 
These tips on trefoil were pre­ 
sented at the recent Hay and Pas­ 
ture Day. 
It is recommended that trefoil 
be sowed either alone or in oats 
It has not performed well in wheat 
or barley. Excellent stands 
have 
been g r o w n at the 
agronomy 
farm on Wooster silt loam when 
the trefoil was given a chance. 
A mixture of grass and trefoil 
compares pretty well with a mix­ 
ture of alfalfa and grass for hay.
